Claim: 

A key holder for a drum in which a frame for supporting a drumhead under tension is 
intercormected with lugs, which are fixedly arranged on an exterior surface of a drum 
body, via bolts, comprising: 

a key holder in which a pair of holding members having elastically deforming 
abilities, which are inwardly bent at respective heights lower than a vertical 
extraction wall, are arranged opposite to an exterior surface of the vertical extraction 
wall, 

wherein the key holder is detachably attached to an upper exterior circumferential 
surface of the frame by using the bolts, so that the pair of holding members hold a 
tuning key. 

Brief Description of the Drawings: 

FIG. 1 is a perspective view showing a conventional example of a marching drum 
equipped with a key holder; 

FIG. 2 is a cross sectional view showing essential parts of a drum equipped v^th a 
key holder in accordance with this utility model; and 
FIG. 3 is a plan view of the key holder.
